01710 AFFAIRS. 



The embroglio iii the City Council 
lias reached au exciting and interesting 
phase. Tlio excitement lies in the at- 
tempt of the majority to remove the 
water commissioner. Tho interest is 
created by the extraordinary and some- 
what laughable character of the debates 
on the momentous question. The May- 
or declines to put a motion of council- 
lor Dalby to hoist tho commissioner. 
His Worship contends that charges 
should be preferred and formulated 
against that officer and proven before a 
motion to dismiss him can bo put- 
Otherwise, remarks his Worship, Mr. 
Gastineau must remain in office for the 
term for which he was elected. The 
majority of the council support Mr. 
Dalby's motion; and whilst they stren- 
uously press the motion they have 
thus far been outgeneraled by the mi- 
nority. In the absence of Councillor 
Turner (who supports his Worship's 
view) the minority have succeeded at 
two meeting's in staving off a vote; 
once by withdrawing and leaving the 
council destitute of a quorum, and 
again on Wednesday by withdrawing 
at tho critical moment. Matters mun- 
icipal are at a deadlock. No business 
was transacted Wednesday night. It 
is a pity. The City is suffering from 
an infliction of bad water, bad drainage 
and filthy back premises. Immediate 
steps aro essential to insure the public 
health. And in the faco of a great 
' public clanger we find the councillors 
coming to a deadlock over tho removal 
or retention of an officer. It would 
really seem that in the absence of char- 
ges against M it. Gastineau the majority 
of the councillors could afford to waive 
the resolution and permit the civic bus- 
iness to go forward. This is really a 
critical period, and it is sad to reflect 
that precious lives may be lost for lack 
, of timely action on tho part of tho 
council. While Nero fiddles Rome 
burns. 

THE CHINESE. 



Tho passage by the unanimous voto 
of the House of a resolution which 
virtually prohibits the employment of 
Chinese on public works is a victory 
for The Colonist. It is now seven years 
since we first opened fire on this un- 
desirable class of immigrants, and asked 
for a special tax to be placed on those 
who came to labor or engage in business 
in the Province, dnd demanded that 
not a dollar of the public money should 
be paid them while'' a single white man 
who was willing to work at fair wages 
stood idle. The DeCosmos-Walkem 
Government had all the roads in West- 
minster District built by Chinese labor, 
paying out about $200,000. The 
Elliott Government, to prevent the pay- 
ment of public money to Chinese, caus- 
ed much of the road work to bo done, 
by day-labor. The present Govern- 
ment are instructed to insert a clause 
in specifications for public work to pre- 
vent the employment of Chinese by 
contractors. That is right ; but more 
is demanded. Wo want the Queensland 
Act passed here and sent to Ottawa for 
approval. If hon. members have not a 
copy of the Act at hand we can supply 
them. Anything short of that Act will 
not cure an evil which has become so 
great that men and women, able and 
willing to work, cannot get it because 
the Chinese monopolize the labor 
market. 

NEW USE F0H THE TELEPHONE.

Disraeli's Debut in the Commons. 

Lord Beaconsfield's present prom- 
inent position among the statesmen of 
Europe gives point to the republication 
of the close of his first speech in the 
House of Commons when known only 
as Mr. Disraeli, the novelist. It was 
made in 1837, in reply to the attack of 
O'Comiell upon Sir. F. Burdett for de- 
serting the Liberal cause, and is said 
to be reported verbatim: — 

I am hero to-night, sir — (hero ' the 
noise in tho House became so general 
that tho honourable gentloman could 
not proceed for some time; when the 
confusion had somewhat subsided ho 
said:) — I stand here, to-night sir, not 
formally, but in some degree virtually, 
tho representative of a considerable 
number of monibera of Parliament. 
(Bursts of laughter.) Now, why smilo 1 
(Continued laughter.) Why envy mc'l 
(Here the laughter became general.) 
Why should I not have a tale to unfold 
tonight? (Roars of laughter.) Do you 
forgot that band of 1 58 — those ingenuous 
and inexperienced youths to whose 
unsophisticated minds the Chancellor 
of tho Exchequer, in tones of winning 
pathos — (excessive laughter and Ques- 
tion.) Now, a considerable misconcep- 
tion exists in the minds of many mem- 
bers on this side of the Houso as to tho 
conduct of Her Majesty's Government 
with regard to these elections, and 1 
wish to remove it. I will not twit tho 
noble Lord opposito with opinions 
which aro not ascribable to him or -to 
his more immediate supporters, but 
which were expressed by the more pop- 
ular section of his party some few 
months back. (Question, question,.) 
About that time, sir, when the bell of 
our cathedral announced the death of 
tho monarch — (Oh, oh! and much 
laughter) — wo all read, then, Sir — 
(groans, and cries of Oh !) — we all then 
read, — laughter, and greatinterruption) 
I know nothing which to me ismore de- 
lightful that to show courtesy to anew 
member, particularly if he happens to 
appeal to mo from tho party opposed 
to myself. (Hear, hear.) At that time wo 
read that it was the death knell of 
Toryism, that the doom of that party 
was scaled, and their funeral obsequies 
were about to be consummated, (laugh- 
ter.) Wo were told that with tho dis- 
solution of that much villified Parlia- 
ment which the Right Honourable 
Baronet had called together the hopes 
and prospects of the Tories would be 
thrown forever to the winds — (laughter) 
and that affairs were again brought ex- 
actly to what they were at the period 
when the hurried Mr. Hudson rushed 
into the chambers of the Vatican, 
(Immense laughter.) I do not impute 
theso sanguine hopes to the noble lord 
himself particularly, because that, short- 
ly afterwards, the noble lord, as if to 
check tho new and sanguine expecta- 
tions of his followers, came forward with 
a manifesto informing them that the 
Tories could not expire in a moment, 
but the Ministry in a Reform Parlia- 
ment might depend upon having a 
working majority of 100, which was to 
be extended upon great occasions to 125 
and 130. Now, Sir, — (Question, ques- 
tion) — this is the qhestion, and I am 
going to ask the noble lord for instruct- 
ion." (Oh, oh! and great interruption.) 
Wo only wish to know this simple fact, 
whether the great occasion on which 
the working majority was to increaso 
from 100 to 125 or 130 is upon the 
question of an election ballot? — (cheers 
and groans) — and whether the Grenvillo 
act lias not been given forth to the 
people that it is impossible that an im- 
partial tribunal can bo obtained in this 
House? (Oh, oh ! Question, question.) 
If honourable members think it is 
fair thus to interrupt me, I will submit. 
(Laughter, and cries of "Go on.") But 
I beg simply to ask — (Ohl and loud 
laughter.) Nothing is so easy as to 
laugh. (Roars of laughter.) I really 
wish to place before the House what is 
our position. When we remember all 
this — when we remember all that, in 
spite of the support of tho honorable 
gentleman, tho member for Dublin, and 
his well-disciplined phalanx of patriots, 
and, in spite of all this, we remember 
the amatory eclogue— (roarsof laughter) 
— the old loves and new loves that took 
place between tho noble lord, tho Tity- 
rus of the Treasury Bench, and the 
learned Daphne of Liskeard — (loud 
laughter, and cries of Question) — which 
appeared as a fresh instance of the 
amoris redintegratio — (excessive laugh- 
ter) — when we remember at the same 
time that, with emancipated Ireland 
and enslaved England, on tho one hand 
a triumphant nation, on the other a 
groaning people, and notwithstanding 
the noble lord, secure on the pedestal of 
power, may wield in one hand tho keys 
of St. Peter, and . Here the hon- 
ourable member was interrupted with 
such loud and incessant bursts of laugh- 
ter that it was impossible to know 
whether ho really closed the sentence or 
not. Tho honourable member conclud- 
ed in these words: — Now, Mr. Speaker, 
we see the philosophical prejudices of 
man. (Laughter and cheers) I think, 

sir (Hear, hear, and repeated cries 

of Question, question.) I am not at all 
surprised, sir, at the reception which I 
have received. (Continued laughter. ) I 
have begun several times many things 
— (laughter) — and I have succeeded at 
last. (Fresh cries of Question.) Ay, 
sir, and though I sit down now, tho 
time will come when you will hear me. 

The honourable member delivered the 
last sentence in a very loud tone, and 
resumed his seat amidst cheers from the 
Opposition and much laughter from the 
Ministerial benches.

London, July 31. — In tho debate in 
the House of Commons Gladstone be- 
gan by reading a lotter which he had 
addressed to Beaconsfield asking him to 
cito instances in support of tho accusa- 
tion of unjust mid reckless attacks. Ho 
declared he nover attacked the Govern- 
ment without a deep senso of responsi- 
bility. He had never assigned any 
dishonorable motives to the Premier, 
Ids attacks upon whoso policy were 
based upon irreconcilable and funda- 
mental differences of opinion and feel- 
ing. Ho made a long review of the 
results of the Congress and regretted 
tho selfish jealousy of some powers in 
regard to Greece. Willi Servia and Mon- 
tenegrin independont,Bulgaria practical- 
ly so, and Bosnia and Herzegovina irre- 
vocably annxed to Austria it was im- 
possible to dony that tho partition of 
Turkey if not as complete was as great 
as that of Poland. Ho desired the ele- 
vation of tho native races instead of 
supervision of Turkey by another pow- 
er. He said they must feel a senso of 
shamo when they looked upon the re- 
sult obtained and what might havo 
been obtained without so much blood- 
shed if they hadn't jealously severed 
themselves from Russia two years ago. 
They had left Russia the finest possi- 
ble field for working against the present 
arrangements. British plenipotentiaries 
had throughout tho Congress done their 
utmost to prop up Turkey and keep 
down subject races. For the first timo 
in history their attitude was not in accor- 
dance with free institutions. The as- 
sertions of Lord Beaconsfield relative 
to British efforts in favor, of Greeco 
were not supported by anything in tho 
protocols. The conclusion of tho Aiiglo- 
Russian argreement was a practical 
contradiction of the higlisounding pre- 
tensions of Lord Salisbury's note. The 
Government thereby surrendered their 
power of action in the cause of freedom. 
He urged objections similar to this 
made by Lord Hartington to tho mili- 
tary situation created by the Anglo-Turk- 
ish convention. He had been associat- 
ed with all tho greatest statesmen of 
England for half a century, and he did 
not hesitate to say none of them would 
impose such a responsibility on the 
country and ho could not regard such a 
policy as within tho limits of reason- 
able statesmanship. Ho asked what 
the Government would have done if a 
foreign power had concluded such a 
convention. Tho Government has in 
ratifying the convention before Parlia- 
ment was made acquainted with it push- 
ed tho power of tho Crown to an ex- 
tension which would have been avoid- 
ed by the greatest statesmen. A new 
phase of the Eastern question was open- 
ed by this startling novelty which set 
the law of Europe at naught, was un- 
just to cither powers, overrode tho rights 
of Parliament and laid new burdens on 
tho people.

EUROPE. 

London, July 30. — In the House of 
Commons to-day Lord Hartington 
moved his resolution. 

Randall Plunkctt moved as a vote 
of confidence his amendment expressing 
the. hope that the. Government's efforts 
would preserve and maintain the in- 
terests of the empire and ameliorate the 
condition of the East. England would 
never recede from her obligations re- j 
garding.Asia Minor and Russia knew 
it. 

Sir Charles Dilke believed the con- 
vention would ultimately lead to war 
with Russia. The tendency of the ar- 
rangements was to be determined by 
natural causes uninfluenced by foreign 
military dominion. He made a power- 
ful attack upon the Anglo-Turkish con- 
vention and asked if the British Gov- 
ernment would have deemed a similar 
agreement between Russia and Turkey 
justifiable ! The island of Cyprus was 
useless for the defence of Asia Mi- 
nor. Evon granting the Government's 
assertion that a necessity exsited for 
the convention the necessity had been 
created by themselves by not advising 
Turkey to accept tho original terms of 
peace which would not havo materially 
i increased Russia'sdominions in Asia. 
He denied tho existence of British in- 
terests in Asia Minor, as that was not 
the road to India, and demonstrated 
that the Government's utterances upon 
the close of the war showed they were 
of the same opinion. 

Captain Cochrane and David A. 
Plunkett supported the amendment. 
Evelyn Ansly, liberal, supported Lord 
Hartington's motion. He considered 
the Anglo-Tiukish convention a scheme 
to be shuffled out of as soon as conve- 
nient. The recent course of foreign af- 
fairs has caused a growing feeling that 
tho prerogative of the Crown ought to 
be diminished. 

Grant Dufi', liberal, made a bitter 
attack on the convention. 

Bourke, under secretary for foreign 
affairs, believed England was never 
more favorably regarded by p.ll the

Her early lifo 
was entirely passed in tho island of her 
birth, and there seemed no reason why 
she should ever leave it, until one day 
an adventurous widower, who had al- 
ready taken one wife from Jerscy,came 
thither again, and carried off Miss Le 
Breton as his second. They lived at 
first at Noirmont, and came to Loudon 
without exciting any great enthusiasm, 
or becoming known to many members 
of society until last year, when, through 
a fortuitous concurrence of fortunate 
circumstances, Mrs. Langtry was seen, 
admired, and invented as a beauty by 
certain well-known amateurs, who im- 
mediately sounded her praises through- 
out tho town.
